‘The Journal ofthe Imperialifts encamp’d at Gavardo. - 


HE 18th of May. The bad ‘Weather has 

retarded the March of the Troops that 

are coming about the Lake of Garda. 

To day General Bibra retir’d with his 

Body of Forces to Gavardo. The Pruilian 
Troops that have pafs’d the Lake, are pofted on the 
Left at Villa-Nova, there to wait the Arrival of the 
Cavalry. Some-Parties are fent out. 

The 19th. This Morning Prince Eugene came hi- 
ther from Salo, to view our Camp. We were be- 
fore inform’d, that the Enemy having Notice of the 
Motion of General Bibra, were encamp’d at Guidi- 
zole ; that they had a Body of Spaniards at Navi, 
and that it appear’d by their Preparations, they 
would not not only endeavour to hinder our being 
joyn’d by our Horfe by the Valley of Sabbia, but 
would attack us. before our Horfe arriv’d. Prince 
Eugene went to view the Pofture of the Enemy, 
and the Pallages by which they might attack us, in 
Order to poft Troops there, This Night Collonel 
Zumjungen was detach’d with 1500 Foor, on fome 
Fxpedition. 

The 20th. Advice came from Collonel Zumjun- 
gen, that he had atrack’d the Enemy pofted ar Of 
fe tto, with fo great Vigour, that he carried that Poft 
in a little Time, taking Prifoners, 199 Men and 
about 30 Officers, among the latter 1 Lieutenant 
Collonel and 5 Captains. It was no eafy «Matter to 
withhold the Imperial and Pruffian Troops from put- 
ting them to the Sword : One of our Captains had his 
Arm broken, and 1 Grenadier was kill’'d, both of the 
Regiment of Wirtemberg. His Highnefs went and 
view'd the Poft of Offetto, and plac’d 500 Men in 
it: The Enemy had advanc’d to defend it, but per- 
ceiving it was too late they retir’d. 

The 21ft. The 500 Men in Offetto were reliev'd 
by alike Number. Major Boinenburg with 200 
Men was fent towards Sabia, to poft himfelf there, 
and cover the Paffage of the Cavalry. The taking 
of Offetto fo alarm’d the Enemy on that fide, that 
the Duke of Vendome fent them 1000 Horfe believ- 
ing we were goingto attack them. They are intrench- 
ing themfelves more ftrongly at Navi. i 

~The 22d. We had Information, that new Troops 
were arriv’d ‘in the —Enemy’s Camp ; and thar they 
had caus’d 500 Men of the 1000 they had detach’d 

The 23d, At Break.of Day the Enemy’s whole 
Army. appear,d, and ‘were pofting themfelves on the 
rifing Grounds and Hills about our Camp ; Where- 
upon Prince Eugene detach’d the Imperial and Pruf- 
fian Foor, the Regiment of Dragoons of Zinzendorf, 
and 200 Horfe of tge Regiment of Vifconti, under 
Lieutenant General Palavicini ; with Order to poft 
themfelves on the Eminencies from Gavardo to Sop- 
razocco, in order to preferve the Communication 
with Salo, whither’a Reinforcement of 300 Men was 
fent, as was alfo Collonel Zumjungen to command 
there, When thefe were in full March, we perceiv’d 
_ all the Enemy’s Grenadiers and Horfe coming down 
the Hills apace, (the Horfe on a Trot) to go towards 
the Tminencies our Infantry were to take Poffeffion 
of ; but finding our Troops were too quick for them 
they ftop’d at no great Diftance from us with all 


their Forces, and began to fire: pon ‘us with fome 


Pieces of Cannon, which we ahfwer'd. This firin 

lafted pretty long: We had but 3 or 4 Men kili’'d or 
wounded: And thus we ftood in Batrallia within 
Mufquet-fhot of each other. In the Afternoon the 
Enemy’s Horfe retir'd, and. we obferv'd they had 
mark’d out a Campa Quarter of a League behind 
the Eminencies on which their Foot-had pofted them- 
felves. Thereupon our Troops were order'd back 
into their former Camp ; only too Men of each Re- 
giment were left on the rifing Grounds where we 
had ftood drawn up in Battallia. The hafty Retreat 
of the Enemy fhew'd they did not bejeve we 
would have dard to ftand an Engagement with 
them ; but we were fully determin'd upon ir, nez- 


_ withftanding they had all their Forces, and that we 


were not join’d either by our Horfe, or the Palatin 
Troops, or by our Recruits. The Diforders the 
French commit in the Country, plundering and de- 
ftroying all, furpafs all Belief. Our Grenadiers have 
brought in 10 of the Enemy Prifoners ; and 19 De- 
ferters are come over to us with their Mounting. 
The 24th. On Advice the Enemy were marching 
towards Salo, Lieutenant Collonel St. Amour, with 
90 Horfe and 40 Huffars, was detach’d to get certain 
Intelligence of ic; but meeting nothing, he went ds 
far as Drugulo, where the Enemy had encamp’d, 
with defign to attack their advanc’d Guards. In the 
Way, he met the Baggage which was going to the 


_Enemy from Caftiglione, Calcinato, &c. under a 


Guard of 80 Horfe: He detach’d againft them 20 
Horfe and the Huffars, who fell io among the Ene- 
my : He potted 19 Horfe to cover his Retreat, and 
with the reft he advanc'd againft the Enemy. making 
a Signal as tho’ he was follow’d by a greater Num- 
ber of Troops; which purting the Enemy inro a 
Fright, they fled, but. 50 of them were kill’d befides 
thofe that were with the Baggage ; which done, 
our Men took agreat Boocy : But che Enemy having 
Notice of it, detach’d 10co Men to cut our Men off, 
fo that they were oblig'd to quit almoft all their 
Booty, and «to-reiire by Dezenzaro to the Lake of 
Garda. whence they happily return’d at Night to 
the Camp, having loft but 1 Man who was kill’d. 
They brought with them of: the Booty they had 
taken 16 Mules or.Horfes loaded.. 500 Recruits for 
the Regiment of Harach arriv’d at Ssio ; end Lieu- 
tenant Collonel Loccatelli artiv’d with 180 Horfe, 
of the Cavalry that were coming to join us from the 
Mountains. 

The 25th. The Recruits for the Regiment of 
Harach were order’'d to come hither. Abour Noon, 
the Enemy began agen to fire upon our Infantry wich 
10 Pieces of Cannon; bur did little #urt, killing 
only 2 Men and wounding .4 or 5, becaufe as foon as 
we faw the Enemy getting ready their Barteries, 
our Men were order’d to march down tothe Bot- 
tom of the Hills. We fir'd likewife on the Enemy 
from our Batteries, with fore Execution. Above 
600 Recruits arriv’d at Salo, for the Regiment of 
Zumjungen. 

The 26th. Deferrers reported our Cannon did Ex- 
ecution Ycfterday on the Enemy ; and upon our 
continuing to fire to day the Enemy Jef: off. Count 
Leiningen, General of the Horfe arriv’d in the Camp 5 
the Cavalry are following him. gy il 

The 27th. All the Imperial and Prultian Horfe 
arriv’d in the Camp. The former are pofted on rhe 
other fide of the Chiefa, and the latter on this fide , 
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208 Horfé ‘commanded by Colonel Palavicini 


e joyn'd the former. The Enemy do not fire 
om a Cannon, and we have made bur a few 
Difcharges from ours. Towards Evening came Ad-

The 
Armies continue in the fame Pofts. The Enemy have 
fent for more Cannon from Caftiglione, to fire from 
feveral places upon our Camp, and render the Paffa- 
ges the harder to keep. The 31 ft of laft Month; the 
bu fe'l with 300 Horfe on our Forragers 5 but 


‘ were 1o well receiv’d, that they were forc’d to retire, 


with the Lofs of 60 Men kill’d, and of 15 Horfes:ta- 
ken. The sft Inftant, Prince Alexander of Wirtem- 
berg, with 200 Grenadiers, atid 1000 Foot Imperia- 
lifts; 50 Grenadiers, and 200 Foot-Pruilians ; and 4 
Pieces of Cannon, attack’d a Cafline in the 
on of the Enemy on the Naviglio, and cut in picces 
4 Companies of Grenadiers all but 30 Men. The 
Enemy having notice of ir, immediately fent fome 
Battalions to the Naviglio, againft whom our Men 
advanc'd, and fought them till the next Morning ; 
when they retir’d, abandoning the Cadline, which is 
commanded by the Enemy’s Cannon. ’Tis teported 
the Enemy loft 800 Men on this Occafion. e had 
So kill’d, and 286 wounded, At break of Day the 
Enemy re-enter'd the Caffine, and began to throw 
up an Intrenchment round ir. They are alfo making 
a Line from’ the Naviglio to the Chiefa, and arc 
forming a {mall Army there. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated June 16. 

From the Camp at Mofcolino, June, 9. The 29th 
of laft Month, the Grand Prior of. France went with 
acoo Horfe, and 12 Companies of Grenadiers to view 
the Roads about Brefcia ; and by his Order Mon- 
fieur de St. Fremont caus'd a Bridge of Boats to be 
laid in his Abfence over the Chiefa, below the Lefc 
of our 2d Line, which Bridge was finifh’d the 30th 
with a Work at the Head ro cover it, The 31ft the 
Enemy were in Motion in their Camp, and at 6a 
Clock ir appear'd they were going to Forrage towards 
Govion. The Countd’ Ulez with 500 Horfe pats'd 
the Chiefa over a Bridge of Boats, and the Naviglio 
over one of Stone : His Vanguard confilting of 200 
Horfe fell upon the Brandenburg Forragers, kill’d 20 
of them, took 30 Prifoners, and sce or 60 Horfes, 
with no more Lofs on our fide than of 8 Horfe or 
Dragoons, The 30th the Grand Prior fent over the 
—_ Naviglio 4 Companies of Grenadiers to pof- 


fefs themfelves of a large Caffine, and thcreby to cut 


off from the Enemy the Paflage between that Cadine 
and the Foot of the Hill that extends from Gavardo 
to Gnion, in the Plain of Brefcia. Prince Eugene of 
Savoy perceiving of what Importance it was to him, 
not to {uffer fach a Poft within half Cannon-fhot of 
bis Right on the fide of Gavatdo, caus’d thar Caf- 
fine to be attack’d yeRerday at 11 a Clock at Night 
by 3000 Foor, fupportred by tooce Horfe, with 2 
Pieces of Cannon. Our 4 Companies of Grenadiers 
were {upported by the Brigade of the Regiment de 
la Marine, that of Perche, 100 Dragoons on Foor, 
and 300 Horfe. The Action was very vigcrous on’ 
both fides, and lafted above 3 Hours. The Enemy 
enter'd the Cailine twice, and were as often beaten 
out agen ; in a 3d Effort they made themfelves Ma- 
fters of the Court-yard, the Dove-honfe, and the 
Barn ; fo that Monfeur de Narbone, Lieutenant 
Collonel of the Regiment of Mirabeau, who com- 
manded our Grenadiers, was oblig’d to retire with 
dis Men into the Body of the Cailine ( or Houfe it 
felf ) and there made fo obftinare a Defence, that he 
gave time to Monfieur de St. Fremont with 400 
Dragoons to arrive on the Naviglio; which Dra- 
geons made {0 feafonable a Fire on the Rear of the 
Coiumn chat was attacklng the Cailine on the Righr, 
that at break of Day they oblig’d rhe Enemy to re- 
tire, icaving 220 Men dead on the Ground, befides 
others kill’d, which with the wounded they carried 
off in Wagegons ; and we are told by Prifoners and 


,Deferters thatin this Attack, they had above 800 Mcn 


difabled for any furthor Service. OF he Companie: 
of Grenadiers commanded by Monfjeur de Narbone, 
80 were kill’d:or wounded 3.and of the Battalions 
of the Regiment de la Marine Which fupporced them , 
54 Soldiers were kill'd,-and “82 wounded, with ¢ 
Captains, 6 Lietitenants, ahd 1 Adjutant ; and with 
thofe of the other Troops, we had in all about 309 
Men kill'd or wounded, The Grand Prior-beingin. 
form’d the Enemy were all return’d into their Camp,

fine, with Workmen to intreneh-it; and Forees-fuff. 
cient on the fide of the Naviglio to fupport them. 
* From the Camp at Elft, June 16. The German
